Eight boats arrived between midnight 


and 8 o'clock this morning, brinsjina 
mauy troops and civilians. Amons tho

At 10 o'clock siilntos were lirej from 


General Hancock's camp. The steamer 
Excelsior, with tho Yorktown Congres- 
sional Commission on bo&vd, arrived this 
morning, and they were received with 
salutes from General Hancock's otimp 


auspices of the Masonic fraternity. The 
Masonic procession looked imposing' 
with the ftylers with drawn awards, the 
stewards bearing the \vhito rods, master 
maaous, deacons, secretaries ands treas- 
urers, six abreast, followed by the visit- 
ing brethren and grand commau'leries of 
Virginia, and other States.

Robert 
Nelson, grandson at Governor Nelson, 
who commanded the Virginia militia at 
Yorktown. He thanked God. for . 100 
years of blessing..vonuhaafed this o 
try, for Washington, for' oiiy alh'aajJ 
for our victory, and prayed the people of 
the land might not prido themselves too 
much upon their achievements and pros- 
perity, but that they might thank and 
trust .the Iiord. Ho prayed for peace 
among all nations aud for fraternal con- 
cord among tho sections of our common 
country. Ho prayed for tho rulers of 
the land, that they might be pure, aud 
for tho people that they might learn to 
love and servo the Lord. 
At tlio conclusion of the prayer the baud 
played the "Star Spangled Banner" with 
artillery accompaniment. 


Governor Holiday, of Virginia, tlien 


delivered the address of welcome.

Governor has a fine presence, clear-voice, 
and.earnest mauuer, and was faoquently 
appJaudoil, especially by the distinguish- 
ed gontlouion who sat around him.

sword voted to the messenger who boro 
the news oE the surrender, and alluded to 
tho fact that W. W. Henry, grandson of 
Patrick Henry, aud the Ecv.

Ou four sides of 
the base, and carrying out the original 
design of tho Continental Congress, are 
emblems of the alliance between tho 
United States and his Most Christian 
Majesty, and a succinct narrative of th? 
surrender of Earl Corn wollis; and now, 
as an appropriate opening of our celebra- 
tion, tho corner-stone of tho monument 
will be laid with all the grand and sol- 
emn ceremonies befitting so great an oor- 
casioii by the order ot Ancient, Froej an<|,; 
Accepted Masons, of which Washiugtoij|'; 
himself was a chief member.

Tho workmen, under the direction of
